Ottawa April 29th, 

Today the budget will be presentea 
in the House of Commons. For gev- 
eral days the papers have been 
guessing about what the contents may 
be. Members of parliament have 
also fbeen expressing opinions. No 
one except members of the Cabinet 
knows what changes the Minister of 
Finance wil] announce. Secrecy must 
be maintained or investors might 
take advantage of advanced informa- 
Rion to enrich themselves, New 
policies are in effect the minute the 
minister states them. A few years 
ago a member heard at 3 p.m. that 
from 8 p.m on that day there would 
a change in the excise tax on sugar, 
At Vancouver it was not 3 p.m. but 
only 12 am. He phoned out to Van- 
wouver making a sale and saved some 
$400, Since then precautions have 


Formerly members of the prees 
were ‘given copies of the budget ad- 
dress when the minister started his 
speech. It always takes several hours 
to really be sure of what the changes 
mean, It is necessary to look up 
tariffs rates, orders-in-council and 
business practices to clearly under- 
stand the applivation of the new 
rulings. It would be 3 or 4 am, 
before reliable reports could be sent 
out, 

This year the address will start at 
8 p.m. \At 6 p.m: the members of the 
press gallery: will be given copies of 
the budget and will be locked in 
their rooms with all phones and wires 
shut off, Officers of the department 
will be with them to help them work 
out the significance of the changes. 
Then after 8 p.m, when the new ree- 
ulations are in effect and business 
hours are over all through Canada the 
changes can be broadcasted far nd 
wide. 

Every single item of the foudget 
must become the subject of a separate 
bill and must pass through all the 
stages. Each will be debated as a refo- 
lution and again be disucssed in the 
whole house where it must pass the 
three readings.

COOKING UNDER PRESSURE 

This title could mean that he per- 
son looking after the cooking of the 
foods has to do it under great dif- 
ficulty or is hard pressed for time.

willing and able to use them, 

This is a factor of great importance 
t» every homemaker since there 
never seem to be enough hours in 
a day to accomplish all the tasks that 
fall on her shoulders. So, if this new 
method of cooking did nothing but 
shorten her time spent over the stove 
in the kitchen, it would seem then 
aiid there become a favorite. Since it 
also produces foods with good flavor 
and color, it pleases the whole family 
and does something towards  keep- 
ing mother less tired and in good 
éumor, 

There are several makes of sauce- 
pans on the Canadian market, The 
manufacturer of each makes supplies 
a recipe book with complete direc- 
tions which should always be closely 
followed, These suggested recipes 
should be used until the sausepan 
and meahods are familiar, [When one 
has a thorough knowldge of the 
mechanics of the sauvepan, then and 
only then personal recipes may be 
tried,

Grasshopper and Sawily 
Warnings 

Forecasts, made by Dominion 
entomologists and provincial field 
crop officials, indicate that crop 
losses from grasshoppers and wheat 
stem sawflies are likely to be heavy 
this year in the southern and 
central portions of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. Farmers in_ these 
areas are urged to make full use 
of the following officially recom- 
mended “Control Measures.” 
piirasshopper Control. (1) Use 
poison bait early before any serious 
outbreaks get underway. (2) Keep 
a close watch on ficld margins, 
roadsides, ditches, ete., for concen- 
trations of young grasshoppers. 
Poison the savages! (3) Repeat 
baiting as needed for crop protec- 
tion. (4) Use good, clean summer- 
fallow methods. (5) Shallow culti- 
vate all stubble (not deeper than 
2 inches), particularly field margins, 
as early as possible this Spring. 
(G) Remember that early and 
timely baiting is exceedingly im- 
portant in grasshopper control. 

Wheat Stem Sawfly Control. Crop 
losses from sawfly damage in 1947 
are likely to be heavy in central 
and south-western Saskatchewan 
and in certain districts of south- 
central Alberta unless the following 
effective control measures are exer- 
cised, (1) Use sawfly traps. Seed 
a strip or two of early wheat’ in 
last year’s wheat stubble, Destroy 
these wheat strips not later than 
the first week of July. (2) Do not 
seed whet on wheat stubble. (3) 
Plant resistant crops such as oats, 
barley and flax. (4) Delay seed- 
ing wheat as long as_ possible— 
preferably until after May 15th. 
(5) In no case should the main 
wheat crop be seeded before the 
wheat in the sawfly strips has 
appeared above ground. (6) 
Remember that very shallow, early 
spring tillage is effective in con- 
trolling both sawflies and grass- 
hoppers. ?

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Canada’s Foreign Trade 


FOREIGN TRADE IS AN “IMPORTANT ELEMENT in the economic 
structure of any nation and it is Aosely connected with the progress and 


prosperity of the people. The story of 


Canada’s foreign trade since 1939 has 


been an encouraging one. Before the outbreak of war in 1939, the Dominion’s 
external commodity trade was estimated at $1,500,000,000, From that time 
on it rose steadily until in the years 1944 and 1945 it exceeded $5,000,000,000, 
Canadian exports at that time included large shipments of war materials. 


In 1946, when these were no longer 
dropped to $4,000,000,000, which still

While the population remains at the present level, 
Canada will always have surpluses, including pro-

export trage has increased from a total of $800,000,000 in 1939 to $2,300,- 
000,000 in the first post-war year, 1946. The peak was reached in 1944 and 
1945, when shipments of war materials and other goods to foreign countries 


amounted to $3,500,000,000. Imports 
spectacularly, having increased from

The general rise in Canada’s foreign trade, in re- 
spect to both imports and exports, is an indication 
that phenomenal progress has been made since the 


pre-war years, Comparison of the volume of trade 


in 1939, the last year before the war, 


with the volume in 1946, the first post- 


war year, reveals an increase of some $2,500,000,000. Experts are of the 
opinion that the figure for 1947 will likely be higher than that for 1946. 
Newsprint, wheat and wheat flour headed the list of Canadian exports for 
1946, and Great Britain, the United States and France were our biggest cus- 
tomers, However, a notable increase was made in shipments to Latin 
America, twenty countries there having purchased agricultural products and 
manufactured goods from us last year. Much of the growth of Canada’s ex- 
port trade has been due to the war and to the great need in Europe for food 
and materials for rehabilitation. However, officials are of the opinion that 
there is no immediate prospect of a recession in foreign tradg, and it is to 
be hoped that we may be able to retain the present volume, which has such 
an important effect on the progress and prosperity of this country.

THE DRY BONUS

Ranches, 

Farms operated by Indians on In- 
dian reserves. 

Submarginal lands ordered evacu- 
ated by any provincial government. 

Irrigated lands on which the yicld 
per acre is more than 12 bushels of 
wheat or the equivalent in other 
crops, 

All must pay the one cent into the 
fund but there are many grain pro- 
ducers who never have a chance of 
qualifying ‘for the bonus, The Avi 
is not popular with them and not 
popular with other producers gener: 
ally as payments are made only on 
the prairies. If efforts were made to 
widen the items there would be the 
danger of the whole act being can- 
celled,
